EW modern archaeological expeditions have 

been more fruitful or interesting in results 

than that under the auspices of the University 
of Michigan, which has been working all Summer 
on the site of old Antioch in Asia Minor, a city 
important in Roman history and famous in the 
annals of the Christian Church. It was in its glory 
when visited by the Apostle Paul, whose eyes beheld 
the splendid temples, colonnades, fountains and 
aqueducts, whose ruins even now evoke the wonder 
and admiration of the beholder. 

(nly a small portion of the site has yet been 
excavated, but mdny, and perhaps the most impor- 
tant, remains of the celebrated Roman provincial 
capital have been brought to light. At the ex- 
tremity of the great thoroughfare of the city stood 
the magnificent Temple of Augustus. Huge arches 
with sculptures and iascriptions commemorate the 
land victories of the great Emperor, while a frieze 
of tritons, dolphins, Neptune and other marine 
symbols celebrates his triumphs on the sea. A 
marble head of Augustus was found among the 
ruins. The upper part of the temple was built of 
solid blocks of beautiful white marble. Of great 
interest to students of church history are the foun- 
dations of two Christian churches that have been 
laid bare. One was a Byzantine edifice in the shape 
of a Latin cross. The other was of the basilica type 
and more than two hundred feet in length. Under 
the mosaic floor were found several graves and 
skeletons, and Christian inscriptions in the Greek 
language. 

The aqueduct uncovered shows that the water 
system of the city was almost unexampled for those 
times, the waiter being conveyed over hill and valley 
from a mountain spring several miles away. Hun- 
dreds of relics have been secured, and many more 
will be brought to light if sufficient funds are 
secured to extend the work of the expedition. In 
any event, it has made already a most important 
contribution to our Knowledge of the splendid city 
which commemorates alike the military genius of 
the Roman and the artistic skill of the Greek.
